Shekem meat sales drop 
after cut in subsidies

TEL AVIV. — Sales of meat, which 
includes beef, sausages, salami of 
various types and turkey, have 
dropped in Shekem shops by 20 per 
cent since the Government reduced 
subsidies half a year ago. The sale 
of chicken, although it dipped 
slightly efter subsidies were re- 
duced, is now the same as it waa 
six months ago, 

This was revealed Tuesday on 
an inspection trip of Shekem's meat 
Processing and packing plant at 
Azor, near here, by Hanan Geyor,

Nixon: ‘If charges‘ true 
wouldn’t serve a minute’ 


SAN CLEMENTS, California (AP). 
— President Nixon has said that if 
the charges against him were true, 
“I wouldn’t serve for one minute.” 

The President's comments were 
made in a broad-ranging interview 
with Rabbi Baruch Korff, a Nixon 
supporter from Providence, Rhode 
Island, recorded on May 13 and 
published on Tuesday.

autumn election ‘almost certain’ 


LONDON (UPI). — Prime Minister 


+ Harold Wilson's, minority Govern- 


ment suffered four more defeats 
in the-House of Commons Tuesday 
night, making an autumn election 
nearly certain. 

Four times the opposition Con- 
servative Party combined with Lib- 
eral Party members, Northern Ire- 
land independents and some Scottish 
Nationalists to deat Government 
clauses in the Finance Bill, which 
gives effect to the Wilson Govern- 
ment's tax and budget measures. 

It was close to the last straw 
for the governing Labour Party in 
a House so uncommonly unruly that 
the session had to be suspended for 
20 minutes to cool blazing tempers. 
There were claims of vote rigging 
in two rare tie votes, and on both 
the Government backed down. 

“It's clear we can't go on like 
this,” one weary MP. said. 


Since the indecisive March elec- 
tion that cost the Conservatives 
their majority, 


Wilson's Labour 


Party has aitempted to rule with a 
House of Commons minority. Oppo- 
sition groups can outvote him any 
time they combine, in a parliament- 
ary system requiring new elections 
any time a government is defeated 
on a major issue. 

Last week the Commons register- 
ed two tie votes — the first in 
more than a decade — on two 
amendments to the Government's 
Trade Union Bill. Both were voted 
down by the Speaker's deciding 
vote. 

But Opposition leader Edward 
Heath charged that Harold Lever, 
a -Government Minister, had been 
counted as voting when he was not 
even in the building. 

Talks between the Labour and 
Conservative parties failed to re- 
solve the issue. 

When the “ghost vote” came up 
in the House Tuesday the Govern- 
ment, after 75 minutes of debate 
— broken by the 20-minate cooling- 


off period — agreed to accept the 
defeated amendments when they are 
written into the Bill in the House 
of Lords, 

One amendment wipes out the 
Government plan to return to La- 
bour unions £10m. (1£100m.) in 
taxes they paid for refusal to adhere 
to provisions of the Heath Govern- 
ment's Industrial Relations Act. 

The four votes late Tuesday — 
including a Government defeat by 
25 votes, the biggest Opposition 
margin to date —- provided more 
tax relief for small businesses and 
granted tax concessions on unearned 
income, on charities and on rented 
TV sets.

Justice Witkon, who delivered the 
first opinion of the High Cour of 
Justice, noted that although the law 
lays down that judgments in appeals 
against local council election results 
are final, the petitioners had chal- 
lenged the District Court's judgment 
on the grounds that that court had 
exceeded its competence, However, 
he continued, the question of what 
comes within the meaning of “‘ex- 
ceeding its competence” insofar as 
the courts are concerned and whe- 
ther the High Court may in general 
interfere with 2 final decision of a 
District Court has still mot been 
finally settled. However desirable it 
might be to settle it in the present 
case, he felt that this was not the 
appropriate occasion to do so. 

His reason for this conclusion 
was, Justice Witkon went on to éx- 
plain, that the shortcoming com- 
plained of by the petitioners could 
not per se remove the District Court 
proceedings and judgment from the 
scope of its jurisdiction. For the 
petitioners had complained that the 
District Court had not permitted 
their counsel to cross-examine some 
20 of the respondents’ deponents. 
But, despite the categoric provisions 
of section 17 of the Evidetce Or- 
dinance, to the effect that the court 
must allow a party to cross-examine 
a deponent, there is an implied pro- 
viso to them, save if it be manifest 
that the cross-examination is in- 
tended to extract irrelevant infor- 
mation from the deponent or infor-

Court judge had been of the opinion 
that cross-examinations of 20 of 
the respondents’ deponents was su- 
perfluous and would also prevent 
him from handing down his judg- 
ment within 30 days as required by 
the Local Authorities (Elections) 
Law — a decision with which it was 
very difficult to find fault. But even 
if the District Court judge had erred 
in this decision, all that could be 
sald was that be had committed an 
error in law and there was no cause 
whatsoever for finding that he had 
overstepped his jurisdiction. 

In short, concluded Justice Wit- 
kon, even if the District Court's 
judgment contained an error in law 
or of fact, this would not make 
it ultra vires and thus fit subject- 
matter for the High Court's inter- 
vention. 

The order nisi should, therefore, 
be discharged. 

Justice Cot 

In concurring thet the order nisi 
should be discharged, Justice Cohn 
held that the case under considera- 
tion provided an opportune occasion 
for deciding the issue of when the 
High Court would intervene with 
decisions of the District or Magis- 
trate's Courts, despite the fact that 
there had been no overstepping of 
jurisdiction by the District Court in 
the present case or any violation of 
natural justice by it, For the op- 
posing counsel hed argued compre- 
hensively and fully on this point 
and a decision in principle in this 
case might obviate sterile litigation 
in the future. 

Justice Cohn then went on to 
hold that election appeals should be 

ed in this context from 
any other judicial proceedings. For 
the legislature had been most meti- 
culous, both in the Knesset Elec- 
tions Law and the Local Author- 
ities (Elections) Law about fixing 
certain time-limits in appeals 
against eiectcn results; and after 
these time limits the 


petent to act. Nor could the High 
Court of Justice extend or amend 
these time limits or empower any 
court or other authority to act 
after they had expired, even if it 
found that what the District Courts 
hada purported to do on the strength 
of their jurisdiction, within the spe- 
clfled time limits, had in fact been 
null and void ab initio. The reason 
for this is, he continued, that the 
whole election process is dependent 
upon the strict and meticulous ob- 
Servance of the time limits fixed 
by the legislature. 

The order nisi in the present 
case would therefore, he held, have 
had to be discharged even if the 
Petitioners’ arguments on the me- 
rits were well-founded. 

However, continued Justice 
Cohn, the petitioners’ allegation 
that the District Court had violated 
the rules of natural justice by not 
giving their counsel an  opportu- 
nity of cross-examining the res- 
pondents’ deponents had in fect 
been groundless. For, first, the rule 
that a party is entitled to examine 
an opposite party on his affidavit 
is not one of the rules of natural 
justice; and, secondly, section 17 of 
the Evidence Ordinance does not 
deprive the courts of their dis- 
cretion to deny the right to ex- 
amine deponents when necessary 
as an examination of the relevant 
provisions of the Ordinance and 
parallel laws reveals, 

It was ‘sufficient, therefore, to 
find that the District Court had 
been competent to deny the right 
to cross-examine the deponents in 
order to frustrate the petitioners’ 
petition. For whether the District 
Court had exercised its powers 
correctly or not was not a matter 
for the High Court, although it 
might have been a matter for a 
court of appeal if any appeal had 
been possible,

Davar (Histadrut) states that 
the situation in Cyprus is clouded 
with uncertainty. The fact that 
Makarios is still alive has pre- 
vented a quick decision, and the
